Children who are or will 
be five years old before Octo- 
ber 1, 1976, are eligible to 
register for public school kin- 
dergarten for the 1976-77 school 
term.

During the game another boy lost 
his grip on the bat and it struck 
a little girl in the nose. 


Result: a damage suit was filed’ 


against Joey’s parents on behalf 
of the victim. 

“She was on their premises,” 
went the argument in court, “with 
their knowledge and consent. 
Therefore, she was entitled to 
play there in safety.” 

But the court, finding that the 
game was not abnormally hazard- 
ous, held the parents not liable. 
Merely allowing children to play 
in their yard, said the ccurt, did 
not mean they were guaranteeing 
them against all risks. 

The case illustrates that a home 
owner is not automatically re- 
sponsible for a mishap that be- 
falls a youthful visitor. He does 
not have to make his premises 
“child proof.” 

Nevertheless, he does have to 
make fair allowance for childish 
traits. 

In another case a housewife left 
a bubbling percolator near the 
edge of a table, even though a 
small boy was playing close by. 
The boy knocked the percolator 
over, spilling hot coffee on his 
arm. 

Here, the housewife was held 
liable. The court said she should 
have realized that one so young 
was not likely to sense the danger. 

Even if the child is a trespasser, 
the householder may be respon- 
sible for a hazard that is particu- 
larly appealing to youngsters. 

Thus, a property owner who had 
a power line strung through the 
upper branches of a tree was held 
liable for the electric shock suf- 
fered by a trespassing boy, The 
court said the defendant knew that 
children—“following childish in- 
stincts”—often climbed the tree, 
hence could and should have taken 
steps to minimize the risk.

This week we will look at 
some more of the disciples 
whom Jesus chose, They were 
not outstanding men by the 
world’s standards, but they 
had qualities which Jesus need- 
ed in the work of His Father’s 
Kingdom. 


PHILIP was from Bethsaida, 
which was also the home of 
Andrew and Peter. Philip is 
a Greek name, and this had 
led scholars to guess that his 
parents were Helenistic Jews, 
Jews who had adopted the Greek 
ways of thinking and living, 
and did not abide by the ancient 
lifestyles of the orthodox Jews. 
Philip himself may have been 
quite receptive to new ideas, 
and he certainly had an ‘‘in” 
with gentiles who wanted to 
know about Jesus. He was a 
matter-of-fact person, for he 
asked where the food would 
come from to feed 5,000 
people, and he asked Jesus to 
show them the Father. But he 
was a disciple with a warm 
and evangelistic faith, for one 
of his first acts as a disci- 
ple was to go win Nathaniel 
to Jesus, 


BARTHOLOMEW seems 
to have been a sirname rather 
than a given name, perhaps 
meaning ‘Son of Tolmais.” 
This has led most Bible scho- 
lars to suppose he is the same 
man as NATHANIEL. The 
first three Gospels mention 
no Nathaniel, and John’s Gos- 
pel mentions no Bartholomew, 
so I am assuming they are 
the same, If they were the 
Same person, we know he was 
at first skeptical of Jesus, for 
he said, ‘Can any good thing 


come out of Nazareth?’’ Jesus 
ealled him guileless -- for he 
was utterly sincere, enlight- 
ened, and completely dedicated 
to God, It is surmised by 
many that he was studying sc- 


ripture when Philip found him 
under a tree, Perhaps his 
suspicion of Jesus was not 
because he despised Nazareth, 
but because no prophecy had 
foretold any messiah as com- 
ing from Nazareth, Perhaps 
he was a good and religious 
student of the Old Testament, 
But life was still incomplete 
without Jesus. His life was 
made full and his soul was sav- 
ed when he accepted Jesus and 
became a disciple. 

MATTHEW had been a tax 
collector for Rome, a publi- 
can. Many suppose he was the 
same man as Levi, who was 
called by Jesus (Luke 5: 27-28), 
Matthew was a quizling, one 
who had sold out to the enemy, 
for the publicans were Jews 
who collected taxes for the 
enemy government of Rome, 
And most of the publicans ch- 
eated the people and lined their 
own pockets with ill-gotten 
gain, But the call of Jesus 
helped him  zet his values 
straight. He abruptly turned 
from his old ways and became 
a disciple. He seems to have 
been a good student of the Old 
Testament, He kept records 
for the disciples, and these re- 
cords became the nucleus ofhis 
Gospel. Tradition says Matt- 
hew became an evangelist to 
the Jews, inviting them to ac- 
cept Christ, and that he died 
either by fire or the sword. 

Jesus called his disciples 
without regard to their back- 
ground, Philip had been turn- 
ed towards Gentile ideas, Bar- 
tholomew had probdably been 
very religious, Matthew had 
been unserupulous. But Jesus 
took them all just as they 
were, transformed their lives, 
and used their inate abilities 
for the good of his Father’s 
Kingdom. It matters not what 
you have been or done. Tie 
day you commit your way toJe- 
sus, he can transform you and 
use you in his service,

SWEET MILK AND 
CORNBREAD 
Growing up outside of town 

provides children a number of 
ways to have fun, We never 
felt that we lived in the 
“country,’’ aithough living five 
to ten miles from town could 
be called “country living,’’ 
My father never owned a cow, 
t it some of our neighbors did, 
and we bought milk.and butter 
from them. Many people frown 
on drinking milk not processed 
commercially, and I thinkitis 
not legal to market such items 
now, but then it was a common 
thing to buy milk, butter, eggs, 
and other commodities from 
farmers, Most people whohad 
cows and chickens usually had 
more milk and eggs than they 
and they sold these 
products to their neighbors. 

Not far from my home lived 
a family who had asmallfarm, 
and it was usually my respon- 
Sibility to go get milk from 
them. I enjoyed it because the 
woman was a pvood cook and 
would give me some cookies or 
a piece of cake when I caine to 
get milk, 

She put the milk in gallon 
jugs and Mom washed the empty

return for full ones. I think 
we paid only 25 or 30¢ a gallon 
for the milk, Since it was pro- 
cessed at home, the milk was 
not homogenized, The rich 
cream settled at the top and 
the jug had to be shaken vigor- 
ously to mix the milk, I un- 
derstand that the milk given by 
certain cows is richer than that 
given by others, and our supp- 
lier must have had one of the 
best cows for rich milk, The 
cream was almost 1/3 of the 
- milk, and it sure tasted good! 
Often Mom would chill the 
milk and bake a large pan of 
corn bread, She gave us a piece 
of bread which we crumbled 
- into a bowl and covered it with 
the cold milk, That made a 
good snack, and occasionally 
we made a complete meal ofit, 
Sometimes, in addition tothe 
milk, we bought a pound of but- 
ter, which was called ‘‘country 
butter,’”’ to distinguish it from 
margarine sold in stores, Co- 


untry butter is a product of 
churned milk. The ‘“‘sweet 
milk is poured into a churn 
and the ‘‘dasher”’ is plunged up 
and down until the small flakes 
of butter begin to appear on top 
and around the sides ofthe 
churn, Periodically, the flakes 
are removed and put in abowl. 
The milk is churned again, and 
the butter removed when it 
accumulates, 

After the butter is all taken 
gut, it is placed in a mold and 
the excess water is squeezed 
out. Most of the wooden molds 
had a design in them which 
was imprinted in the butter. 
I liked the white butter bet- 
ter than the yellow or richer 
variety, but that is a matter 
of taste entirely. The milk 
left over from the churning 
is called ‘‘buttermilk’” which 
is too good to describe, In 
fact, cornbread and buttermilk 
are good to eat, 

Oh, well, I guess one never 
appreciates those things in life 
enough, and I find it hard to 
imagine anyone who doesn’t 
enjoy milk and cornbread. 

Then there’s pinto beans. . . 
but that’s another story!

ACCIDENTS 


Did you know that about 
one-third of the accidents that 
occur on the farm occur in 
the sutnmer? Fewer accidents 
occur in the winter. Trac- 
tor accidents occur primarily 
April through October, Most 
of the tractor accidents occur 
to family members, In fact, 
this accounts for about 82% 
of the accidents, Fifteen per- 
cent of the accidents occur to 
hired help. 

Speaking of tractor acci- 
dents, I am reminded that one 
in five accidents involves a fall 
from the tractor, Almosione- 
third of the tractor injuries 
result from the victim being 
caught between th. cactor and 
som2 other objec.. Almost 
one-half of the tractor acci- 
dents occur out in the field. 

I still say grandparents 
and parents letting small 
children ride with them on the 
tractor is dangerous. This 
may be fun for the child, and 
I hope every child willbe safe, 
Statistically, though, this is a 
very dangerous thing to do. 
There are just so many ways 
that something can suddenly 
happen to the driver or to the 
child, and it is too late. 


PEAR TREES 


I have had about a dozen 


‘calls the past week about pear 


trees, Almost all of the dam- 
age to pears this year is being 
done by fireblight. In fact, 
this is the worst year I can 
remember on this disease 
which is a bacterial disease.

On October 1777, at the 


battle at Germantown, both 
British and Coionial 
forces were bloodied, It was, 
for the Americans, both a low 
and a high point of the Revol- 
utionary War, The reason for 
this was that Burgoyne’s Tro- 
ops were being forced to sur- 
render at thesametime. Was- 
hington withdrew his forces 
again and wintered this time 
in Valley Forge, a scant 

twenty miles northwest of Phi 
ladelphia, For reasons of 

their own, the British made 
no effort to pursue Washing- 
ton’s tattered forces, 

By June 1778, after recei- 
ving Supplies, and with troops 
trained by Baron Von Steuben, 
Washington learned that Gen- 
eral Clinton was evacuating 
Philadelphia now that France 
had joined the war. Washing- 
ton gave chase and, on June 
28, 1778, the British suffered 
many casualties at Monmouth 
Court House. Only the bung- 
ling of American General 
Charles Lee prevented an even 
greater victory,

tively,

sema is the difficulty in detect- 
ing the disease untilsymptoms 
develop, This means that med- 
ical care often is not started 
until there has been major det- 
erioration of lung tissue. Th- 
erapy is difficult at that stage.

LET’S TALK ABOUT OUR TEENS 


THE NATIONAL TEENAGE CRIME PROBLEM 
By: Chief M, W. Johnston, Elba Police Department 


ARTICLE #1 of 13 


Looking at national crime statistics it would seem people 
don’t have as much to fear from the hardened criminal as 
from the juvenile, and young adult, 

16-year-olds head the list for those arrested for seven 


of the F.B.I.’s index crimes. 
18-year-olds and 15-year-olds 


Following are 17-year-olds, 
respectively. Approximately 


half of all arrests, including burglary, larceny and auto theft, 


are people under the age of 18, 


The cost of crime committed 


by juveniles each year is in the billions of dollars! 

In this area these national figures do not always hold true, 
but the possibility of achieving the national averages is apparent, 
if we do nothing to reduce the growth in juvenile offenses. 
Parents, and other adults as well, must put forth more effort 
toward improving teen behavior and attitudes, Here are some 


suggestions; 


1, Make it a point to know your childrens’ friends better. 
2. Know where your teen is at night, every night. Check to 
see that the youngster goes where he says he’s going occas- 


ionally. 


Don’t be hindered by the thinking ‘‘it’s not right to 


spy.” It IS your right to check on your teen; you are or should 
be concerned for his welfare, and responsible for his mis- 


deeds! 


3, Adhere to the rules you have set, If violated and un- 
punished, all rules then become a joke. 

While most teens are ‘‘good,” there is a large number who 
are belligerent, sarcastic, arrogant, with no respect for authority 
of any kind. These are the most likely to wind up in trouble 
with authorities, Some adverse attitudes seemingly accompany 
the growing up years and if parents allow these negatives to 
continue and prevail, when the youngster reaches late teen 
years there is little probability of change. 

Today little is heard about what used to be termed the ‘‘gen- 
eration gap.” Yet, by whatever term you give it, the problem 
is still there, and parents use it as the reason for loss of con- 


tact and control. 


But more than this, the basis for problems 


with teens now still seems to he in the fallacies of permissive- 
ness, allowing overindulgence, doing their own thing, all having 


their beginning ala Dr. Spock. 


How can a parent nullify practices previously thought to be 
effective childraising, when all that has gone before is proved 
without doubt to be wrong? One way: assume active control of 
household government, including strong assertive direction 
and guidance in the matter of teen activities! 

If your teen is picked up by a law enforcement officer, don’t 
get your backup. Godown, when requested, and hear the charges 
before forming an opinion, Too many parents assume the atti- 


tude that law enforcement is the culprit. 


This accomplishes 


nothing and adds to an already unpleasant situation. Never 
let your youngster believe YOU feel he’s being ‘picked on,”’ 
As an adult, you know this is not possible. Your display of 
such an attitude subliminally gives the youngster the green light 
to continue to disregard rules of the home and laws of the 


community. 


Remember, one of the most important functions of local law 
enforcement agencies is to help teens stay out of serious 


trouble.

‘Declaration Of Independence’’ 


On every Fourth of July 
the United States celebrates its 
birthday. On that date, in 
1776, representatives of the 
British colonies in North Am- 
erica adopted an eloquent state- 
ment setting forth the reasons 
for declaring their indepen- 
dence from Great Britain, 

No one was much surprised 
at the news, War against Eng- 
land had already begun, Battles 
had been fought at Lexington, 
Concord, and Breed’s Hill. Col- 
onial- troops had seized Ticon- 
degra and Crown Point, Geor- 
ge Washington had been named 
to head the colonial army, 
The spirit of independence was 
abroad in the land, Many men 
were asking with Samuel Ad- 
ams, “Is not America already 
independent? Why not then de- 
clare it?” 

The actual birthday of the 
country was much quieter than 
later celebrations of its anni- 
versary, No Liberty Bell rang 
out the glad news to a waiting 
crowd, The great decisions 
for independence had really 
been taken much earlier. 

On June 7, Richard Henry 
Lee of Va, said, ‘Colonies are, 
and of right ought to be free 
and independent States.’’ Three 
days, later, Congress voted to 
name a special committee to 
draft a declaration supporting 
Lee’s resolution, On June ll, 
it named John Adams, Benja- 
min Franklin, Thomas Jeffer- 
son, Robert Livingston, to the 
task of preparing the draft, 
Jefferson titled its draft ‘A 
Declaration by the Representa- 
tives of the United States of 
America in Congress Assembl- 
ed,?? 

Congress approved the Lee 
resolution on July 2. This 
act became the official decla- 
ration of independence, On July 
4th Congress adopted the final 
draft of the declaration in In- 
dependence Hall in Philadel- 
phia. This draft was largely 
Jefferson’s work, John Hancock 
Signed the document ‘‘by order 
and in behalf of Congress,”’ 
Charles Thomson, secretary of 
Congress, attested Hancock’s 
Signature, 


The public did not learn the 
actual words of the Declara- 
tion until July 8, The final 


version was called a ‘‘unani- 
mous”? declaration, But the 
word ‘‘unanimous’’ could not 


be properly used until July 15, 
when the New York delegation 
to Congress, which had not been 
voted on July 4 reported that it 


favored the Declaration engros- 


sed on parchment and signed 


by all members of Congress, 
Fifty members signed the do- 
cument on August 2, 1776, 

The ideas contained in the 
Declaration were not new. The 
English had used many of the 
same ideas to justify their re- 
volution of 1688, But the sim- 
ple beauty of the Declaration of 
Independence stirred the hearts 
of men and women from New 
Hampshire to Georgia, When 
the British raided Washington in 
the War of 1812, the government 
hid the Declaration in Lees- 
burg, Va, The Library of 
Congress in Washington held 
the original document from 1921 
until 1952, Then the government 
moved the Declaration to the 
nearby National Archives 
Building.

Energy, Wildlife 
Are Compatible 
Biologist Says 


A biologist who directs a 
wildlife rehabilitation center in 
Massachusetts is conducting 
long-term experiments to de- 
termine how waterfowl en- 
dangered in their natural habi- 
tat can be safely transplanted 
into a new environment. 

Phil Stanton. an assistant 
professor of biology at Fram- 
ingham College, said in an arti- 
cle in Petroleum Today mag- 
azine that he believes energy 
resources and ocean life are 
compatible, “if we honor the 
sea and its life systems.” 

Stanton is currently experi- 
menting with eider ducklings, 
the magazine reports, to find 
out if they can adjust to living 
off the Massachusetts coast on 
Penikese Island, which is 150 
miles south of their normal 
habitat. 

He explained that the “trans- 
plantation” experiments are 
part of his strategy for saving 
a breeding nucleus of any 
species that might face extinc- 
tion from natural or man- 
caused disasters. 

Stanton, who sees his work 
as a bridge between the nat- 
ural environment changed by 
man, plans to eventually set up 
a young-bird rearing station on 
Penikese Island.

We are told the Coffee County Grand Jury in Elba 
will ‘convene Thursday (tomorrow) morning. Each 
member of the Coffee County Commission has been 
supoeaned to, appear before the jury to answer 


questions. 


The questions will concern the commission's failure 
to set up a priority road paving list prior to April 5, as 
requested by the Grand Jury. 

The Daily Ledger supports a priority listing of road 
paving projects. It supports the Grand Jury effort to 


obtain this vitally needed list 


from the commission. It 


supports a county-wide road paving program to pave 


all county roads. 


In the past, the Ledger has reported on the activities 
of the Grand Jury each and every time they have 
issued a report. This has been carried on the front 


page for all to see and read. 


Frequently, the Ledger has editorially commented 
onthe action of the Grand Jury. These comments have 


always been favorable. 


Never have we made any request of the Grand Jury 


in any form. 
However, the Daily Ledger 


feels inclined to make a 


request of the Grand Jury at this time. Noting that the 
Grand Jury is meeting on the Thursday prior to the 


primary elections on Tuesday 


; and further noting that 


three members of this commission are candidates for 
re-election to that office; the Ledger requests that the 
outcome of the Thursday meeting not be released prior 
to the close of the election Tuesday. 

To do so, in our opinion, would be to influence the 
election for or against, specific candidates. We do not 


believe this is the duty and hopefully. not the intent, of 


the Grand Jury. However, coming so close to the 
election, this paper feels it would be considered by 
many people as politically motivated and an attempt to 
influence the outcome of the election. 
Therefore, we ask that the Elba Grand Jury withhold

Billy McCall 
Found Dead 
Tuesday 


William B,(Billy) McCall was 
found dead in the bedroom ofhis 
home Tuesday night by adaugh- 
ter, Mrs, Marie Raffield, He 
died of an apparent self-inflicted 
gunshot wound in the heart, 
according to Coronor Marvin 
Mcllwain. McCall was found 
about 7:30 p.m. when Mrs, Raf- 
field returned to the home she 
shared with her father. There 
was no one else in the house 
at the time and no one heard 
the gunshot, 

McCall lived near the Folsom 
Bridge across Pea River on 
Highway 167. He operated a 
business al i! > intersection of 
the highway with Coffee County 
Highway 125, 

Family members reported to 
Mellwain and Sheriff Neil Gran- 
tham that the victim had been 
despondant for: about two weeks, 
They also told law officers that 
McCall had told them he had 
written a note explaining some 
things to the family, This note 
was to be read if anything hap- 
pened to him, Officers searched 
the bedroom and did find such 
a note in a dresser drawer but 
the contents were not disclosed, 

M:zCall was apparently shot 
with a .357 revolver that was 
found on the floor beside his 
bed, The man had been last 
seen at about 1:30 Tuesday aft- 
ernoon, An ashtray on his bed 
contained ten or twelve cigarette 
butts, indicating he had lay there 
smoking for some time belore 
the gunshot ended his life,

Hilliary Cliff Jackson, age 69, 
was killed instantly Wednesday 
afternoon in atwotruck accident 
near his home at Wilkinstown. 
Jackson’s pick-up truck collided 
with atractor trailer loaded with 
sand, He was thrown out of the 
truck through the windshield and 
killed instantly, according to 
witnesses, The accident hap- 
pened about 2:30 p.m, Wednes- 
day Driver of the tractor-trailer 
was Robert F. Griffin of Troy, 

Witnesses, including eight 
members of a road work crew 
from Camp Elba, all reported 
that the accident was unavoid- 
able.
